day. The cocoa-nut tree, is about equal
to a good sized apple tree; the pod that
encases Lthe bean, which chovolate is made,
is something the shape of a lemon, but
three times as large, and is of a deep
orange color—the kind ealled ‘Caraccas’
cocon is so deep as to be almost red.—The
pods grow on the branches and on the
quite down to the ground. The branches
do not grow low, so that in looking down
a cocon piece of ground the vista is like a
miniature forest hung with thousands of
golden lamps. Auythiug more lovely ean-
not be imagioed ; it is perfeetly unique.—
After the podsare picked they are cut open
with a cutlass ; the beans, which are tight-
ly packed to together nnd from forty to
eighty in number, are dried in draws in the
sun, afler have gone through a process
called ‘sweating,’ which is being packed
close ina barrel and cover over. When
the cocoa is thoroughly died it is put into
bags, each conotaining 150 pownds, and
shipped.

Of the trees pianted to shelter the cocon
I will describe but a few. The ‘curacoli,’
as large as an eim, is planted in rows ; it is
a splendid evergreen, bearing asweet white
blossom. Among the other very large
trees are Lhe bread frait, the shaddock, and
the glorions mango which is the size of a
lnrge horse chestnat, and is thickly covered
with leaves.

Tue MooN's INFLUENCE oN RamN.—
From the comparison of a series of obser
vations, continued for twenly eight years
at Munpich, Statigard, and Augsburg, it
appears that the maximum number of
rainy days takes place belween the first
quarter and the new moon. The number

| of rainy days in the last of these intervals

is to that in the first as 696 to 846, or in
round sumbers ag 4 to 6. And this por-
portion is not only true of the Lwenty years
taken together, but also of the separate
groups of four years, which give analagous
pumbers ; we therefore conclude that it
rains more frequently during the wane of
the moon. The results maintained receive
support from a series of observation made
at Vienna.

The precious metals with which we are
generally acquainted are gold and silver,
bat there are eizht more precious than
they. It is sufficiently hard for most peo-
ple to.get gold and silver, but indium, va-
nadinwm, ruthenium, rhodwm, palladium,
uraniom, osmium and iridivm are ooly ob-
tainable in microscopic quantities, and
hence are extremely precious. Indiom is
worth £2,500 per pound, or at that rate,
while gold is worth only 8302, or there-
abouts. The eight metals mentioned above
are all more valuable tham gold. Then fol-
low plantinum, thalium, chormium, mag-
nesium and potassium, which are more
valuable than silver but not so valuable as
gold. Silver is worth about §19 per pound,
and iron—the most useful of all metals—
